The  generous  response  of  alumni  following  the  early 
closing  of  the  University  in  May,  1970,  reflects  interest 
and  concern  for  the  future  of  the  University.  When  other 
universities  were  reporting  a  decline  in  alumni  giving, 
Ohio  University  alumni  exceeded  the  previous  years 
grand  total  of  $223,320  on  April  30.

Ellis 
further  stated:  "Credit  must  go  to  the  Alumni  Board 
of  Directors,  to  members  of  the  Trustees'  Academy  and 
to  alumni  chapter  telefund  volunteers  who  supported  the 
campaign  plan."

More  than  1,500  students 
remained  on  campus  or  re- 
turned to  Athens  to  participate 
in  commencement  exercises 
June  1 3  in  the  Convocation 
Center.  Those  graduates  in  at- 
tendance were  among  2,79 1 
who  had  officially  completed 
their  degree  requirements  dur- 
ing the  1970-71  academic  year. 

Regents  Professor  Emeritus 
Paul  M.  Kendall,  who  retired 
last  year  after  teaching  English 
at  Ohio  for  33  years,  gave 
the  commencement  address. 

•"You  know  better  than  I 
of  the  great  national  concerns 
of  the  day,"  Dr.  Kendall  told 
the  graduates,  "and  while  it  is 
vital  to  look  without,  it  is  per- 
haps  more   important    to   look 


within.  The  real  issue  of  today 
is  you,  what  experience  you 
have  had  at  the  University, 
what  you  are  today  and  what 
happens  to  you  in  the  future. 
'While  at  the  University  you 

have  garnered  experience,  in- 
formation and  social  convic- 
tions," Dr.  Kendall  stated. 
"Your  generation  has  discover- 
ed that  1  university  is  vulner- 
able lo  the  impatience  ol"  stu- 
dents and  to  the  ignorance  of 
ihosc  outside  the  institution. 
You  have  found  it  is  not  im- 
mutable  bin  subject  to  change. 
*'I  would  want  you  to  con- 
sider it  your  duty  to  work  for 
the  preservation  of  the  uni- 
versity that  has  provided  this 
experience,  for  while  it  is  frag-

The  dean's  <  hair  at  48  Uni- 
versity Terrace,  home  of  the 
College  of  Fine  Arts,  has  been 
filled  by  Dr.  Anthony  G.  Tris- 
olini,  former  associate  dean   ol

tive Arts. 

Dr.  Tnsolmi's  appointment 
was  made  in  April  and*  fol- 
lowed  a  recommendation  of  a 
search  t  ommittee  of  faculty, 
students  and  administrators 
from  outside  the  College  ol 
Fine  Arts.  The  committee,  at 
work  since  September  I.  made 
its  recommendation  aftei  con- 
sulting with  more  than  100 
possible  i  andidates  from  across 
the  country.  The  appointment 
became   effective   July    1, 

A  member  of  the  faculty 
since  1953,  Professor  Trisolini 
became  chairman  of  the  De- 
partment of  Fine  Arts  in  1961 
and  assumed  the  chairmanship 
of  the  comparative  at  ts  de- 
partment in  1966.  The  follow- 
ing year  he  became  .ism.,  iate 
dean  of  his  college, 

Dr.  Trisolini  has  been  active 
on  University  committees  and 
in  activities  within  the  College 
of  Fine  Arts.  In  1966  he 
helped  direct  a  series  of  closed- 
circuit  television  productions 
for  introductory  fine  arts 
courses  and  subsequently  co- 
authored  a  two-volume  Work- 
book in  Comparahn  Ait-  His 
television  work  led  to  an  ap- 
pointment as  consultant  for 
the  National  Project  for  the 
Improvement  of  Televised 
Teaching  for  the  Ford  Foun- 
dation.

has  presented

In  total  headcount  enroll- 
ment, Ohio  University  ranked 
fourth  behind  Ohio  State, 
Cincinnati  and  Kent  State; 
fifth  in  master's  and  third  in 
doctor's  enrollment. 

In  total  full-time  equivalent 
(FTE)  enrollment,  Ohio  rank- 
ed fourth ;  fourth  in  master's 
and   fourth  in  doctor's. 

Other  data  shows  that  Ohio 
University  has  the  smallest 
percentage  of  commuters;  is 
tied  with  Miami  for  the  lowest 
percentage  of  part-time  stu- 
dents; has  more  than  half  the 
journalism  majors  in  the  state; 
is  second  in  the  number  of 
students  enrolled  from  other 
states  (behind  Ohio  State) 
and  fourth  in  the  number  of 
foreign  students  enrolled  (be- 
hind Ohio  State,  Cincinnati 
and  Akron),  and  ranks  fourth 
in  the  total  number  of  degrees 
conferred  (third  in  bachelor's, 
fourth  in  master's  and  third  in 
doctor's)  for  the  period  July 
1,  1969-June  30,  1970,  behind 
Ohio  State,  Cincinnati  and 
Kent  State. 

Athens    Messenger, 
University  Enter 
Purchase  Agreement 

Ohio  University  has  entered 
an  agreement  with  the  Mes- 
senger Publishing  Company  to 
acquire  the  newspaper's  print- 
ing plant  and  editorial  offices. 

The  agreement  to  purchase 
the  real  estate  at  a  price  of 
$250,000  was  authorized  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  in  April. 
'I'll,-  Messenger  building  is  lo- 
cated on  Union  St.  next  to 
the  old  Athens  Post  Office 
building  which  now  houses  the 
Graduate  College. 

Occupation  of  the  property, 
which  will  be  converted  to 
fulfill  University  needs  for  ad- 
ditional space,  is  not  antici- 
pated before  September    1973. 


1,826  Alumni  Make  Donations  or  Pledges 
To  University  During  Spring  Telefunds 


Alumni  in  eight  geographic 
areas  participated  in  successful 
telefund  programs  this  spring, 
David  Scott,  alumni  director, 
reports. 

Results  as  of  May  31  indi- 
cate that  1.188  alumni  pledged 
.$17,343.30  and  that  638  ad- 
ditional alumni  promised  to 
send  some  kind  of  donation  to 
the  University. 

"These  pledges  will  substan- 
tially increase  the  percentage 
ol  alumni  giving,  one  of  the 
goals  of  the  telefund  projects," 
Scott  said.  He  urged  all  alum- 
ni who  have  not  paid  their 
pledge   to  do  so. 

The  New  York/New  Jersey- 
alumni  chapter  had  the  high- 


est total,  with  308  alumni 
pledging  $4,471,  followed  by 
Cleveland,  610,  $4,325;  Co- 
lumbus, 323,  $2,462;  Canton, 
99,  $1,531;  Akron,  111,  $1,- 
500;  Cincinnati,  198,  $1,394; 
Massachusetts,  123,  $890,  and 
Washington,  D.C.,  with  54 
alumni  pledging  $770. 

Scott  said  that  the  telefunds 
will  be  expanded  to  new  areas 
next  year  and  pointed  out  that 
successful  telefunds  require 
large  numbers  of  volunteers. 
Most  volunteers  who  partici- 
pated in  this  yea  r's  program 
have  indicated  an  interest  in 
making  the  necessaiv  .  alls 
again  next  year,  the  alumni 
director  said.
